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Introduction 


This compilation of Articles on American Literature, 1968-1975 is the result 
of a large collaborative effort contributed to by many hands. At present there 
seems to be no end to the making of bibliographical listings about writers, 
genres, periods, sects, ethnic groups, and each of them has contributed, to one 
degree or another, to the present listing. All have not been complete, some have 
even sometimes been incorrect, but that will be found to be an inevitable char- 
acteristic of enumerative bibliographies, this one included. For our own sins of 
omission or commission, we humbly ask pardon. 


Included in the present volume are numerous additions or corrections to the 
two volumes that have preceded it, Articles on American Literature, 1900-1950 
(1954, 1970), and Articles on American Literature, 1950-1967 (1970), especially 
in the sections which list genres or topical aspects of American Literature. Addi- 
tions of previously unrecorded pre-1968 articles under the American writers 
listings are fewer, especially for those major writers on whom bibliographical 
essays (each marked with an asterisk) are included in the listings under those 
authors; in some instances, however, the compilers have included several 
previously earlier unrecorded essays which in their judgement seem of significant 
immediate importance. It is hoped that the three cumulative volumes of Articles 
on American Literature can therefore together be useful as a guide toward dis- 
covery of just about all of the periodical writings about American authors during 
the first seventy-five years of this century. 

Its compilers are especially grateful to James F. Beard, Jackson Bryer, 
Harrison Messerole, Dorothy Scura, Thomas Tenney, and Kimball King for 
assistance unselfishly given. The task of carding, sorting, and indexing over the 
past eight years has been lightened by the aid of Frank Barefoot, Barbara Git- 
tenstein, Thomas R. Howerton, Jr., Carla Mazzini, Holt Montgomery, Clay 
Morgan, and Roberta Rosenberg. William Harmon, Kathleen St. Lenat, and 
Karin Gleiter have lent important support and encouragement.

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Abbreviations 


In listing the location of each article an attempt has been made to be as 
concise and at the same time as clear as possible. The title of the periodical in 
which the article appears can be determined from the listing of acronyms and 
abbreviations offered below; when a space appears between parts of the 
abbreviated title (J Eng Stud for Journal of English Studies) several abbrevia- 
tions may need to be combined to arrive at the full title. Journal titles are 
italicized and are followed by the volume number in arabic numerals, or if no 
volume is indicated, by the number of the issue in which the article is found. 
Next follows the pagination, as concisely indicated as clarity allows, with the 
date of publication in parenthesis. Dates are listed in the following order: day, 
month, year; or month (or issue) and year; or, in some instances, by year only. 
No attempt has been made to supply month or issue when it was lacking in the 
source from which the item was taken. When preceded by indication of month 
or issue, the year is abbreviated (70 for 1970). Months are abbreviated: Ja, F, 
Mr, Ap, My, Je, JI, Ag, S, O, N, D. For quarterly publications which are dated 
seasonally, the abbreviations Sp (Spring), Su (Summer), Fa (Fall), Au 
(Autumn), and Wi (Winter) are used. 

The names of authors about whom articles have been written are abbreviated 
when placed in sequence under the author heading, where the author’s name is 
given in full or as he customarily has used it in his writings. For example, 
under Thoreau, Henry David, HDT will signify that the name is used in full 
in the title of the article; T will signify that only Thoreau is used, HD.T that the 
name appears as Henry D. Thoreau, H.D.T. that it appears as H.D. Thoreau.
